At 12 1 00 noon this data ws iiitarvleMed the SUBJICT who has been an etr^loyee of 
the Texas Sehoolixxjk Depository for six aontha arxl works in the book keeping 
department for 3f>* Molina . 

The SUBJECT atatea she does not know, Leo Hanfe.> Oewald, and has never seen 
iiiui. She stated that wtion she saw OB%«ald on TV and pictures of hiir. in the 
pafjor she did not recognize him as an eiaployee of the building where siie works. 

Uuring the interview we aske<i her if she h. d any susj-icionB of any of the 
eoiployeos she worked with. She stated, "no". After a few raoaajsits she Stater., 
" it may sound s,^llir ai.d j shouldn't say ajvthi.-i.; at isll, but iriy boas, Joe 
itolina, has had a. nitiber of strange telephone conversations. I never have 
listened to tlie cofiversattons, but receirtly I hoard him say soaietfiing about 
he was joing to help somaone ' do it I shouldn't suspicion Joe becaute 
he is ,i very religious jaan and a very fine m.v,." 

Itowmhnr Zl, 1963, at 12j00 noon, Joe JSjliim ate Imwh with tiit £UHJ, CT and 
two otiier eniployaes of their department. This was an vmuauiil occurrence. !le 
usually ate lunoh by aimBelf after 12j3'J P.:*. or IjOO P.i'i. Jifter lunch on 
the 22rvd itolina went out side and stood on the steps to the entrance of the 
builditig with a .>!r. iilHia«nB,fnu, of the dejjartjiiont . -tfter the shooting; Joe 
Jtolina was not aeon again by thti .'.-Ul;.^ CT. Shu stated that "P. .dllieaas and 
i'tolina are very close friends. 

rie isked the i.UBJi.Ci if scmeone tried to recruit her for aoiie orgajiimatiot., 
what would ahe do, Sie stated, "I definitely would not Join". -« Uien aaked 
her, if the Police asked her to ao alone *''i"t would she do. She stated,, X 
would do anyt/ in;, I could do to help". 

The iiUijJi.UT stated the only ampioyce that she knew of who did not watch t!ie 
parade was a. I'rs. ia.nes,fnu. ;»'irE Hines volunteered to answer the telephone 
atid was the onl;' eiipioyee kjiown to tne :5U!!J:,CT to be in tise tauildirc at tlie 
time of the shooting.
